HISTORY OF THE COLLECTION 


In the early 1850’s, Mr. (later Sir) Henry Cole, then the Superintendent 
of General Management of the Department of Practical Art of the South 
Kensington Museum (in 1899 the name was changed to “Victoria and Albert 
Museum’), conceived the idea of making replicas of many of the great 
works of art in the museum’s and private collections. These replicas were 
to be used for study by art groups, scholars and the general public who 
normally would not be permitted access to the originals. The recently dis- 
covered process of electro-plating provided a not too-costly method of re- 
production and one which would assure absolute perfection of detail. The 
manufacturing procedure was developed with the famed silversmith, Henry 
Elkington. Simply it involved building a copper body from a negative mold 
of the original art item. The copper piece was then finished with plating to 
simulate the original: silverplate for silver, gold plate for those pieces of 
gold or silver-gilt, bronze patina, etc. 


The success of the program led to its expansion from replicas of those 
pieces in the museum collection to include works from the collections of 
Queen Victoria, The Emperor of France, The Emperor of Austria, The 
King of Prussia, The King of Italy, The King of Saxony, Lord Delamere, 
Count Nieuwerkerke, Sir Walter Trevelyan, the Corporation of Norwich 
and the British Museum. At a convention of museum directors held in 
1868, permission was given to make replicas of works in the collections 
of the Rumanian government, the Earl of Chesterfield, the Countess de le 
Warr, Trinity College and Lausanne Cathedral. The making of the replicas 
continued until 1870. 


During the latter 1920’s the entire collection was acquired from the 
Victoria and Albert Museum by Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studios. It re- 
mained intact in their London studios and numerous items were used in 
such motion pictures as Random Harvest, Anna Karenina, Three Muske- 
teers, Julius Caesar, Romeo and Juliet and Tale Of Two Cities.
